The slavury question, so far 
a* it wa* a national one, was unde stood to be 
ftnnlly settled, and at the same time the States 
had it 1 ready taken up and were carrying for- 
ward a sy*tem of gradual emancipation. IB 
181)3, Louisiana wa* acquired by purchase from 
France, and included what Is now known as the 
State* of Louisiana, Miuouri, Arkan*a*,and 
Iowa, and thu territorial known a* Kaniu* and 
Nebraska. Slavery existed at the time in New 
Orleans and at St. Louii, and 10 thl* purchase 
rotulted in bringing the slavery question again 
bofure CongreM. In 1&12, the region imme- 
diately lurroundlng New Orlean* applied for 
adinlnlon Into the Union under the nttne of the 
State of Louitlana, with a con*titution tolerat- 
ing ilavery, and the Iree States acquiesced. — 
Eight years afterward, the region connected 
with St. Louis demanded admission under the 
name of the State of Missouri, with a con«titu- 
tion tolerating •taverv. The free State* revert- 
ed to the principle or 1787, and oppoied the ad- 
million of Missouri, unless she would Incorpo- 
rate into her constitution au Inhibition of the 
farther Introduction of slavery into the State. 
The slavekoldlng States Insisted upon her un- 
qualified admission. A controversy arose which 
was sectional and embittered, and which we are 
assured by contemporaneous history seriously 
imperiled the the Union. The statesmen of 
that day IB Coogrew settled the controveny by 
compromise. By the term* of this compromise 
the free State* assented to the admiiilon of Mis- 
souri with her slaveholding constitatinn, while 
the slaveholding State* on their part yielded 
the inclusion of slavery la all the residue cf 
the territory which lay north uf SO6 JW, consti- 
tuting the present territory of Xajuas and Ne- 
braika, The slavoholding States accepted the 
compromise a* a triumph, and tke free States 
have ever since left it undisturbed and unques- 
tioned. ArkaMe*,-* part of tk» territory of 
LonMaoft whioh .lay south of 88» ay, in co» 
plianee with an implication whioh waa contain- 
ed la t)l* compromise, wa* afterward* admits 
ted a* a slaveholding SUte, and the fcee- Stetea 
acquiesced. IB 1819, Florida, a akveholdla^ 
province of Spain, waa acquired. Thl* province 
wa* afterward* Admitted 11 a tlnveholdlnt 
State. The free State* again acquiesced. In 
1845, Texas, an independ«nt*laveholdlng State, 
wa* annexed, with » provision In the article of 
annexation tor the (uodlvliion of her territory 
into five State*. The free State*, ahhovgh 
they regarded the annexation, with the proba- 
ble Increase of the number of slate States, 
with very great disfavor, nerer^helei* acquies- 
ced again. New territories Were acquired by 
the treaty of peace which closed the war with 
Mexico. The people ef California formed a 
constitution Inhibiting slaver/, and applied ft>r 
admission into the Union. Violent opposHkm 
was made by the slave State* in and out of Cam- 
erei«, threatening the dissolution of the Union 
If California *hould be admitted. Proceeding 
on the ground ef these alarm* Congress adept' 
ed another compromise, the term* of which 
were that ten million dollar* of the peofle'* 
money should be gtven to Texas U Induce her 
to reltnejuteh * very doubtful elaim ape* an fa- 
considerable part «f New Mexico, that New 
Mexico aad Utah shook! be organised without 
an inhibition of ilavery, and that they skoaU 
be afterward admitted H ilave or free State*, 
M the people, when forming eroftitattoM, iho'd 
determine; that the public *Uve tradeln tke 
District of Columbia •oealdbeaboliibed wHk-

The Preti- 
dent recurring to the same subject, renewed 
his pledge in his message to Congress *t the 
beginning of the- present Session, in the follow- 
ing language: 
" But notwithstanding differences of opinion 


aad seitimeaU which there existed, in relation 
to details and specific provisions, the acquies- 
cence of distinguished eitUem whose devotion 
to the Union, can never be doubted, ha* giver 
renewed vigor to owr institutions, and restored 
a seme of repose and security to the public 
mind throughout the Confederacy. That this 
repoie I* to »uffer no ihock during-' niy offieia' 
term, If I have the power to avert it, those Who 
placed me here may be assured." 


Under these circumstance*, the proposition 


to repeal the Miuouri Compromise, waa sud- 
denly and unexpectedly made by the same com- 
mittee on Territories, which, only tan days be- 
fore, bad *(Brmi-d the sanctity of the Mistour 
Compromise, and declared the end of Agitation 
in the following explicit and unmistakable lan- 
guage t

"Your Committee do not feel tbemielves 


called upon to enter Into a discussion uf those 
controverted question*. They Involve the same 
grave issues which produced the agitation, the 
sectional strife, and the fearful struggle of I860. 
As Congress deemed it wise and prudent to re- 
frain from deciding the matters in controversy 
tke*, either by affirming or repealing the Mexi- 
can laws, or by an *>et declaratory of the true 
intent of the Constitution, and the extent of the 
protection afforded by It to slave property in 
the Territories, so your Committee are not pre- 
pared note to recommend a departure from the 
course pursued upon tKat memorable oceatto*, 
either by affirming or repealing the eighth sec- 
tion of the Missouri act, or by any act declara- 
tory of the meaning of the Constitution In res- 
pect to the legal points hi dispute." 


The abrogation has been effected In pursuance 


of the demands of the administration itself and 
by mean* of it* influence oq Congres*. In the 
Home of Representatives, that body which is 
more Immediately responsible to the people, 
the contest wa* more eqned'tban in the Senate, 
though it Is due to justice and candor, tha^ it 
•bonld be stated, that It could not' have been 
carried in either houie, without the vote* of the 
representatives from the free States. Tho mi- 
nority restated the attempts to arrest discussion 
upon this grave question, through a struggle of 
longer duration than any other known to Con- 
gressional history. Some attempts Were made 
to^tttgmatice that minority a* " factionUts," yet 
we fearlessly declare, that throughout the con- 
test, they resorted solely to the powers secured 
to them by the law and the rules of the Huuse, 
and the passage of the measure through the 
Home, was effected through a subversion of its 
rale* by the majority, and tho exercise of a pow- 
er unprecedented in the nnnnli of Congreulim- 
al legnlation. The deed Is done. It Is done 
with a clear proclamation by the Administra- 
tion and by Congress, that the principle which 
It contains, extends not only to Kansas and Ne- 
braska, but to all the other territories now be- 
longing to the United States, and to all n lilch 
may be hereafter acquired. It has been done 
unnecessarily and .wantonly, became there was

The 
object of the Administration, and of the many 
who represent the slave State*, is as we believe 
to prepare the way for annexing Cuba, at what- 
ever cost, and a like annexation of half a dozen 
of the States of Mexico to be admitted also as 
slave States. These acquisitions are to be made 
peacefully, if they can be purchased, at the cost 
of hundreds of millions," If they cannot be 
made peaceably, then at tbe cost of a war with 
Mexico, and a war with Spain, and a war with 
England, and a war with France, and at the 
cost of an alliance with Russia ncarefefy less re- 
pugnant. Unmistakable indications also, ap- 
pear of a purpose to annex the eastern part of 
Ben Domingo, and *o to subjugate the whole Isl- 
and, restoring it to the dominion of Slavery— 
and this Is tone followed up by sq alliance with 
B.raail, and tho extension of Slavery In the val- 
ley of the Amazon. 
It is for yom te jndg* 


whither, when Slavery (ball have made theee 
additions to the United States, it will demand 
unconditional submission on the part of the free 
States, and failing ,Jp that demand, attempt a 
withdrawal of the slave States, and the organi- 
ution of & separate empire In the central re* 
gion of the continent From an act so unjust 
and wrongful ID iteelf.aad fraught with conse- 
oueace* so fearful, we appeal to the people.— 
We appeal la no sectional spirit. We appeal 
equally to the North and to the South, to tbe 
free States aad to the slavebolding States them- 
selves. It Is ao time tor exaggeration or for 
ponton, and we therefore (peak ealmly of th* 
part, and wara jm in sober •eriousnesa of the 
future. It wotudhot heflonea*. norls aeces- 
•ary to Nggeet the meaiarea which ought to be 
adopted In thi* great emergency. JTer onr- 
wlvei, weir* ready to do ill that shall be la 
our aower to restore the Missouri Compromise, 
and to execntaiaub. farther, measure* a* you in 
your wltdoni slul oonmand/and a* mar lie ne- 
cessary for the recovery of the ground lest to 
Freedom, aad to prevent tbe further aggres- 
sions of Slavery.
